THE PEKING HOSPITAL. 
(FROM DR DUDGEON’S REPORT ¥oR 1880.) 


At will bo acon that for 1878, the total 
number of new.out-patients, that is, patients 
reckoned only ‘once, is 4743, of which 4057 
are males and 686—females. The total 
number of-old ‘out-patients has been 7059; 
of.which 6148 were’ males and 911 females. 
The grand total therofore for the year gives 
11,802,. The Iargest number seen was in 
Fthe month of March,. the smalleat number 
in July. The number of new in-pationts, 
requiring for the most part severe surgical 
interference, amounted to 34, not a large 
numbor, This--hospital is not-a refuge. . 
‘Any numbet’ of institutions for the blind 
and. the beggars might bo filled to overflow- 
ing, but the expense and caro would be 
correspondingly increased, and no great in- 
' fluence for good effected, medically at least, 
Tho Chinese, as is often remarked, aro not 
an in-patient loving class. ‘There,are‘cam- 
paratively few.serious accidénté or opera- 
tions, and the Chinese prefer to be treated 
at their homes, surrounded by their friends. 
We are at thé same time not very solicitous 
that'serious cases, where 4 fatal issue is to 

be expectéa, ‘should find their last inoments

Noman of ieregular 
habits can stand the strain of writing and 
thinking clearly from late at night until 
early in the morning, and our average 
American journalist of to-day does’ not 
drink aa he wacil to, although, like many 
other brain-woykers, he is often subject to 
aporiodical spree of a day or two. He does, 
however, generally smoke: like a furnace, 
and the more furiously as the night gocs on., 
‘A newspaper office late at night is no place 
fora disciple of Trask. Profanity is his 
besetting sin, but. this he most often prac-
